MARKETS’ REVIEW. 


— 
BACON WEAK. 


From Our Commenctat CoRRESPONDENT. 


With the exception of the continued weak- 
ness in bacon, there are few features of 
interest to note in the provision trade in 
this centre, but there is a rather steadier 
feeling in other departments. Arrivals of 
continental bacon last week-end were heavier 
than has been the case for some time past 
and equal to those received about two years 
ago. Spot supplies of Irish continue very 
restricted in character, and prices are about 
2s. lower as compared with previous week. At 
the weekly meeting of the local Bacon Com- 
mittee English was officially reduced 4s., 
Danish 2s. to 3s., and Swedish, Dutéh and 
Polish 3s. to 4s. per ewt., according to selec- 
tion, It is anticipated that the lower prices 
ruling will stimulate demand. The Danish 
official quotation for butter has this week 
been wired unchanged, and “' top ” again 
stands at 143-kroner per 100 kilos; at the 
corresponding period of last year the figure 
was 162 kroner, and in 1932 170 kroner. The 
market for contirental butter closed steady, 
but Colonial makes continue in active re- 


quest. Odd lots of Irish creameries are 
finding their way to this centre, but : the 
quantity is insufficient to test. prices. <Ac- 


cording to reports from New Zealand and 
‘Australia, production in both countries is 
declining, although the rate of output con- 
tinues in excess of that of a year ago. South 
‘Africa is now shipping butter, but in cmaller 
quantities than at this time last year, 

7 CONTINENTAL BUTTER. 

So far as the Continent is concerned, mild 
weather conditions have had the effect of main- 
taining milk and butter production during the 
past month, and exports in the aggregate were 
rather above last year’s level. With smaller 
purchases by European importing countries, 
the proportion of supplies to England has 
increased, and this country’s imports from 
the Continent during recent weeks, although 
only one-third of the total imports, was 20 
per cent. larger than at the corresponding 
period of last year; the increase was fairly 
general, but was particularly noticeable in 
supplies from Russia and Sweden, Exports 
from Denmark during the past month were 
very slightly more than a year ago, while 
the increase in shipments to the United 
Kingdom amounted to about three per cent. 
Quotations for all descriptions of eggs have 
been substantially reduced owing to the in- 
creasing supplies, due to the favourable 
weather conditions. So far as this centre 
is concerned, continental eggs are unable to 
compete with lesh and English at present 


figures, 
LIVE STOCK. 


Although there was a slight falling off in 


arrivals from Ireland, the number of fat 
cattle penned at the Manchester Cattle 
Market was somewhat in excess of the 
previous week; sheep and lambs, however, 
showed a fairly substantial increase. Best 
fat cattle were again in fair demand at firm 
figures, and, although a slower trade was 
reported for rougher descriptions, there was 
no disposition on the part of dealers to 
grant concessions to induce business. Small 
sheep cleared well at firm figures. A rather 


better feeling was reported at the Manchester 


Pig Market, both supply and demand being 
on a fair scale and late rates maintained. 
The Lenten season continues to have an ad- 
verse effect on business at the Manchester 
Dead Meat Market. With the exception of 
home-killed and imported lamb, which again 
favoured sellers, prices have been rather on 
the easy side. i 

Demand for dead poultry continues on 
uiet consumptive lines, and prices for best 
decthitatiin remain steady. Salmon has been 
very scarce and dear throughout the week, 
end Irish showed a sharp advance at the 
close, being quoted at 2s. Bd.

MONAGHAN, Sunday, 


James Cusack, aged nineteen, was 
killed, and his sister, Annie Cusack, aged 
seventeen, lies at Monaghan County 
Hospital in a precarious condition, as the 
seu of a motor accident which occurred 
about daybreak this morning at Carlat, 
about a mile outside Monaghan. They 
had been to a St. Patrick’s Night dance 
at Castleblayney and were returning about 
6.30 a.m. with some friends. After 
stopping the car to let down the other 
passengers they resumed the journey, and 
almost immediately the fatal accident 
happened. The road was very slippery 
and snow covered, and when rounding a 
curve the car appears to have skidded. It 
went on to the grass mgt, 8, struck an 
ash tree and fell into a dyke several feet 
deep beyond the hedge. The driver of the 
car, Hugh Deery, was injured about the 
head and face, but made his way into 
Monaghan suffering from shock, and was 
unable to give an account of what actually 
took place. | 

It was not till two hours later that the 
car was discovered in the dyke by Frank 
Deery, a brother of the driver, when 
returning from Mass. He heard the cries 
of the girl and found the boy Cusack in 
the seat beside the driver’s seat evidently 
dying and the girl behind unconscious. 
He sent for a priest and doctor, and both 
came immediately, but the boy was dead. 
The girl was sent to the county hospital 
at Castleblayney, where on inquiry this 
evening it was learned that she was still 
unconscious and her condition serious. 
The affair caused a profound shock in 
Monaghan, where all the parties are well 
known. 

During the evening the scene of the 
accident was visited by hundreds of 
persons, who saw the wrecked car in the 
dyke. The body of the car was com- 
pletely broken up, the windscreen torn 
away, the steering wheel smashed up, and 
wheels and framework bent. 

An inquest will be held to-morrow 
morning.

While watching some men who were’ 
repairing the banks of the Dodder near 
Milltown the other day, I was reminded. 
that the bed of this river provided the 
building materials which were used in 
renovating Christ Church Cathedral in the 
seventeenth century. The stone was con- 
sidered to be of excellent quality, but the 
course of the river had to be diverted 
during the quarrying operations, traces of 
which still remain near the old bridge. 
Although Milltown nowadays is mainly 
associated with laundries, it was at one 
time literally the ‘‘ town of the mills.” In’ 
the eighteenth century there were two corn 
mills, a brass mill, an iron mill, a paper 
mill and a dry wood mill in the district. 
The last belonged to a Mr. Classon, whose 
name is perpetuated in Classon’s Bridge.’ 
Milltown was then a place of considerable 
importance, and attempted to rival Donny- 
brook in catering for the amusement of 
Dublin citizens. Two kinds of races were

New ‘Punchestown Cup. 


Visitors to Punchestown races this year 
will no longer see the race for the 
Governor-General’s Cup on their cards. 
The Governor-General is not replacing the 
cup, which was won rie “5 last year by 
Captain W. T. O’Grady. However, a new 
cup has been presented by the Punches- 
town Committee. The cup, a handsome 
silver one, valued at 200 sovereigns, with 
200 sovereigns added, will be run for 
under the title of “ The Punchestown 
Cup.” Captain T. F. Dunn, the popular 
secretary, and long associated with the 
history of Punchestown, tells me they 
have a ‘‘ record ” entry of 77 horses for 
the new race. 

To-day Captain W. T. O’Grady is the 
proud owner of both the Governor- 
General’s Cups. The first cup was pre- 
sented in 1924 by Mr. T.*M. Healy, a 
former Governor-General. In 1927 Cap- 
tain O’Grady won the cup outright, three 
years in succession, with his famous horse 
Brown Ivy. The second cup, presented in 
1928, was won the same year by Captain 
O’Grady. From this date his luck was 
out till 1932, when his horse Old Tim 
carried his colours to victory, and repeated 
the victory the following year, to win the 
second cup outright in 19353.

The fifth of a series of sermons on the 
* Life in Christ’? was preached in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, The preacher was the Rev. A. E. 
Gick, M.A., curate-in-charge of Finglas, 
whose subject was “‘ Spiritual Food.” He 
took as his text, “ Then Jesus said unto 
them, verily, verily, I say unto you, except 
ye eat the flesh of the Son of Man and 
drink His blood, ye have no life in you.” 
(John vi., 53.) 

In the course of his address, the Rev. Mr. 
Gick said that the spiritual life was pre- 
carious and would not develop spontaneously. 
lt needed spiritual food, and could not be 
maintained without it. Human salvation con- 
sisted of two parts—justification and sanctifi- 
cation. Justification was of God, but in 
sanctification man was asked to take a part. 
Physical life made itself evident hy its 
activity, and so the gift of the Holy Spirit 
found itself manifest in prayer. Not ing 
should be allowed to interfere with private 
daily prayer, because it was vital to the 
soul s strength: There was also the necessity 
for the study of the Bible—the Book to live 
by—the Book which kept them in touch 
with God.

To claim 
to hold eternally disarmed a people like 
Germany was a pure illusion, which would 
not be borne out by the facts unless it was 
proposed to stop by force the eventual re- 
armament of Germany. But that would 
mean war and the lives of millions of men 
and the whole destiny of Europe. 


MILITARY STRENGTH. 


In view of the lack of success of the Dis- 
armament Conference, Signor Mussolini 
went on, if was imperative for every 
nation that wished to live to be strong, 
and particularly Italy, engaged as she was 
in important work of reconstruction. It 
was not necessary to be strong in order to 
attack, but in order to be prepared for 
any eventuality. The military power of a 
nation ought to give the people a sense of 
security and a feeling of iron discipline, 

'“ Peace will be assured by our will for 
sincere collaboration with other nations. 
but also by our frontiers provided with 
spirits ready for sacrifice.”’ 

Passing to his future plans, Signor 


Mussolino said that the historic cbjectives 


of Italy had two names—Asia and Africa. 
The South and the Fast, he said, would 
be the cardinal points for Italy. Nothing 
was to be done in the North and little 
in the West. 


COLONIAL EXPANSION, 


‘Of all the great Western Powers in 
Europe, the nearest to Africa and Asia 
is Italy,”’ he said. ‘‘ A few hours on the 
seas and.a fewer still in the air are enough 
to unite Italy with Africa and Asia. 

“Let no one misunderstand the signi 
ficance of this aim, which I confide to the 
present Italian generation and to that of 
to-morrow. It is not a question of terri- 
torial conqtiest—and that should be under- 
stood by all our neighbours—but of a 
natural expansion, leading to collaboration 
between Italy and the people of Africa 
and of the Eastern nations.

GERMANY CRITICISED.

BLAMING FRANCE. 


From Revrei.’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

“‘ If France rejects the reply, Germany 
must aet in order to ensure the most 
primitive demands. of selí-deíence,” says 
the Roérsen Zeitung. 

“France must show her true colours. 
Her era of evasion, sabotage, and torpedo- 
ing is ended. We expect France to accept 
Germany's minimum proposals. If a clear 
reply is not forthcoming, or if France 
bluntly refuses, then we can only do— 
even without France’s approval—what 
Germany's honour demands, and what 
both England and Italy have considered 
justifiable.” . 

Other newspapers comment similarly on 
Germany's reply to France. The Vossische 
Zeitung appears to be not very optimistic 
as regards the outcome of the arms dis- 
cussions, and remarks: ‘‘ If commonsense 
once more fails, then the arms dispute 
enters upon a new stage,” | 

‘““Tt is absurd of France,”’ says the 
Tageszeiting, “to ‘place Germany’s 
national associations on the same basis as 
well-trained French soldiers, and on. the 
strength of this to continue clamouring for 
new guarantees from other Powers. Ger- 
many has through her last year’s policy 
removed all obstacles between France and 
Germany, and it is now up to France to 
decide.”’ 

All the papers agree in declaring that 
the blame for a failure of the arms 
negotiations will fall on France. 


GERMANY’S REPLY. 

Germany's. reply to the French aide- 
mémoire of February 14th is couched in 
conciliatory language, and leaves the door 
wide open for further negotiations. 

Wuile séidhailin that the French views 
on disarmament still differ from the Ger- 
man in material points, it welcomes the 
British and Italian proposals as likely to 
smooth the path. 

Germany sees two possible modes of 
agreement, it is suggested in the reply. 
One is to call a five-year arms truce, and 
the other is to agree to some sort of partial 
disarmament extending over a longer 
period. 3 

The memorandum states that the 
moment the arms question is settled the 
matter of Germany's relationship to the 
League of Nations can be taken up. 

Concerning the military character of 
political organisations, the German 
Government is quite willing to sign an 
agreement binding for all Powers that 
such non-military organisations must not 
carry arms or have any organic connec- 
tion with the standing Army. The reply 
suggests that France’s overseas forces 
stationed at easily accessible points 
should be counted in the French effectives. 

In no circumstances, adds the 
memorandum, will Germany consent to a 
continuance of the restrictions imposed by 
the Versailles Treaty on Germany.

T. PATRIC$'a DAY was celebrateú 
in unusual fashion in Rome to-day, 
when the 1,200 Irish pilgrims, all wear- 
ing shamrock and miniature Irish harps, 
lined up in the great Square of St. Peter's 
before entering. tle Basilica for their Holy 
Year exercises.

IN ST. PETER’S. 


Brilliant sunshine favoured the pilgrims 
in the morning, but in the afternoon, 
unfortunately, the weather altered and 
turned to drizzling rain. 

Punctually at noon the head of the 
procession entered the church, but it took 
forty minutes before all the pilgrims were 
inside. They then gathered together in 
the nave, while Cardinal MacRory, on 
behalf of them all, went round the aisles 
with an escort of Boy Scouts, saying the 
prescribed pray2rs at the various altars, 
while the pilg:.ms joined in the responses. 
When the exercises were over the party 
went into the Vatican, where they were 
due to be received by the Pope at one

It was not until after three, however, 
that His Holiness entered the hall of the 
Vatican, in which the pilgrims were 
drawn up. Before the audience the Holy 
Father had received Cardinal MacRory, 
Mr. Cosgrave and Professor Whelehan, 
the Chief Scout, in private audience. 

The Pope was presented with an address 
enclosed in a silver casket, and some pieces 
of embroidery for mission churches. 

Cardinal. MacRory also. presented 
messages of devotion to the Holy Father 
which he had received from various Town 
Councils in Ireland. He then asked the 
Pope to bless some boxes of shamrock 


f which the pilgrims had brought from Ire- 


land and were taking back with them. 
THE POPE’S TRIBUTE, 


The Pope, in an address to the pilgrims 
in Italian, which was afterwards trans- 
lated into Irish, said that Ireland was 
always a beloved country, because Ireland 
signified a Christian Catholic Church, and 
her devotion to the Church and to the 
Pope had been demonstrated with heroic 
constancy and real martyrdom. 

He expressed. his special pleasure at 
the presence of the Cardinal Primate, and 
also of “a person who, till a little time 
ago, had guided the Government of 
Ireland ” (Mr. Cosgrave). 

He was also particularly pleased to see 
the Boy Scouts and their beautiful 
banners; but, indeed, continued the 
Pope, he welcomed all the Irish, for 
wherever the Irish were it was “a little 
bit like the presence of God, for they 
were everywhere, and everywhere took with 
them the edification of the Christian 
life.” 

In the course of his address the Po 
announced that after the closing of the 
Holy Year it will be possible for all 
Catholics to obtain the Holy Year in- 
dulgences by visiting certain specified 
churches in their home dioceses. Those 
churches will be determined by the bishop. 
There will be three or four in each diocese. 
The period during which the indulgences 
are obtainable has not yet been stated. 

After the reception the pilgrims had a 
late lunch, and at 5.30 they left again for 
Naples, whence the Lancastria sailed at 
ten o’clock on her homeward voyage. 

The pilgrims, before sailing, expressed 
delight with their visit to Rome and their 
reception by the Pope. They were all 
well. 

Special Masses were celebrated in all 
the churches of Rome in honour of 
St. Patrick.

INJURED WOMAN DIES, 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


DUNDALK, Sunday. 


The death of Mrs. Frances McGrory, 
which occurred at Demesne, Dundalk, this 
morning, recalls one of the most shocking 
happenings in the Free State of recent 
‘times. 

Mrs. McGrory, who was aged 68 years 
and a grandmother, was alone in her 
house in Chapel street, Dundalk, on the 
night of Sunday, llth February last, when 
a powerful land mine was flung through 
one of the front windows and the house 
was blown to pieces. Men who rushed to 
the scene dug through the: débris, and 
found Mrs. McGrory covered with bricks 
and mortar in what had been her kitchen, 
suffering from shock. She was removed 
to the Louth Infirmary, where she had 
been detained until recently. 

The two young ‘boys who were playing 
in the street and were also injured by 
the explosion, Francis Fisher and Alex- 
ander MacDonald, were discharged from 
the Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital, 
Dublin, on Friday last. MacDonald has 
lost the sight of one eye. 

There were many remarkable escapes at 
the time of the occurrence, Mrs. 
McGrory’s married daughter and her 
children had left the house less than five 
minutes before the bomb was thrown. A 
baby in the house next door was on its 
way to bed at the time of the explosion. 
In a minute the side wall of the house was 
blown in, and the child’s cot was filled 
with: bricks and falling masonry. 

When the McGrory house was blown 
away the family were given a house in 
the Demesne by the Dundalk Urban 
Council. : 

Since the explosion Mrs. McGrory’s son 

has been guarded night and day by

COUNTY CLARE SCENE. 


General O'Duffy said they had been told 
several times in the Dail last week that 
their criticism of the Government's poli- 
tical policy was more dangerous than the 
republican advocacy of the overthrow of 
the Government by force of arms. 

“In Miltown-Malbay, County Clare, 
which is President de Valera’s own con- 
stituency,’’ he continued, “ hundreds of 
members of the irregular army invaded 
the town the other night. They isolated 
the town by cutting the telegraph wires, 
and then called upon the Blue Shirts to 
come out. The Blue Shirts in that town, 
as in every other part of Ireland, obeyed 
my instructions to be no party to disorder. 
They remained in their homes. Accord- 
ing to the Press report, the parish priest, 
the curate, and the Superintendent of the 
Civic Guard came along and asked the dis- 
turbers to leave that peaceful town. The 
men did not go away. They attacked the 
Guards, and Guard Burke and Guard 
Currin were wounded. 

““I am sure the Minister for Justice in 
the Dail will say that if there had not 
been Blue Shirts in Miltown Malbay, the 
I.R.A. would not have paraded, and that, 
therefore, the Blue Shirts were the cause 
of the trouble, and should be suppressed. 
That is wat Irish freedom has come to.” 

Because the Blue Shirts were a 
source of political anxiety the Government 
were endeavouring to rush through the 
Dail the most outrageous coercion bill 
ever heard of in any civilised country, the 
object. being to prevent all political 
opposition to the Government. If United 
Ireland had a ‘right to contest the 
general election or the Local Govern- 
ment elections next June, had they 
not a right to hold meetings and 
wear colours and emblems. The other 
political party would carry guns to intimi- 
date the voters, but United Ireland would 
not be allowed to carry a flag to stir 
people’s enthusiasm if that coercion bill 
became law. The people of Ireland had 
been incensed at the shameful inaction of 
the Government in the presence of arrogant 
and swashbuckling rowdyism., 


ON THE DOLE. 


General O'Duffy said the latest unem- 
ployment .figure—100,585 on the 12th 
March—was nearly double that of six 
months ago. The Government’s policy was 
through doles and outdoor relief instead of 
work to get the poor on their pay roll, 
break their independence and catch their 
votes. Unemployment was going to become 
an insuperable burden ; it was soaring higher 
day by day, with the full approval and sup- 
port of the so-called official Labour Party. 
He saw that Fianna Fail was going to do 
some jerrymandering with the Meath con- 
stituency, and it might be assumed that 
the only consideration was that party's 
electoral prospects. 

“ We have a majority in every county, 
in every district, and in every parish, and 
no matter how they may jerrymander the 
result of the election will be the same,’’ 
declared General O’ Duffy. 

He referred to the £25,000 which during 
the coming year the Government was to 
expend on Secret Service, compared with 
£1,500 a year paid for this service by the 
Cosgrave Government, 

“ I suggest to the Minister for Finance,’ 
said General O’ Duffy, ‘‘ that if he wants to 
save £25,000 all he has to do is to send a 
man across to my office any time that he 
wants information as to the activities of 
our organisation which are a cause of sus- 
picion or anxiety. I will let him have all 
the information that he requires.. He can 
inspect our records, our arms, our mines, 
our bombs, and, if he likes, our shirts.’’ 

Concluding with a reference to the 
Uniforms Bill, General O'Duffy said: 
“ With all their haste the Government are 
too late. The Government may. ban it, 
outlaw it, proclaim it, but the cause of 
which the Blue Shirt is the symbol will go 
on. The Blue Shirt has made an end of 
Fianna Fail.” 


GROWTH OF THE 
MOVEMENT. 


Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., referring 
to the Blue Shirt assemblage, said: '' This 
is an extraordinary sight.’’ He wondered 
if they realised that it was a bare six 
months since the United Ireland movement 
began. He did not think that any move- 
ment in Irish history had ever made such 
rapid strides in such a short time. United 
Ireland would, he believed, go on expand- 
ing at the same rate for the next six 
mouths.

FLIGHT FAILS.

ATHENS, Sunday. 
R. SAMUEL INSULL has once more 
left Athens, and is in the cargo boat 
Maiotis, which last gave its position by 
wireless us between the islands of Sifnos 
and Folegandos, in the Cyclades. 

The ship is heading for Egypt, but 
where the aged financier, who is wanted 
in America on charges of embezzlement, 
intends to take refuge is still a mystery. 

When the Maiotis left the Pireus at 
1.30 this morning, after her brief return 
visit ordered by the Greek Government, 
it was generally supposed that Mr. Insul! 
would again try to make his way to 
Abyssinia ria Djibouti, in French Somali- 
land. It may be however, that Insul! is 
making for Persia. It is known that a 
brother of Mrs. Coyoumdjoglou, who has 
befriended the Insulls m Greece, has 
property on the border of Persia and 
Mesopotamia. 


MORE MYSTERIES. 


Reports also vary as to the intentions 
of Mrs. Insull. Early to-day it was stated 
that she was to leave on the Simplon- 
Orient expréss to-morrow evening for 
Paris and London.. Now it is believed 
that she will leave on Wednesday for a 
secret destination. 

Still another mystery in this tmbroglio 
is created by reports that a strange yacht, 
named the Vulture, and flying ‘the Ameri- 
can flag, is shadowing the Maiotis on her 
voyage. 

The Ministry of 
confirm this story. 

The last wireless message from the 
Maiotis indicates that if she continues on 
the course she should be out of the Greek 
waters by midnight ; if, on the other hand, 
she changes her direction and heads for 
F.gypt, she will be in Greek waters unt! 
about midday to-morrow. Once out ol 
Greek waters the ship will be no longer 
under the obligation to wireless her 
position to Greece, and the Greek Govern- 
ment’s interest in the movements of Mr. 
Insull will cease. 


HOW HE ESCAPED. 

Before leaving the Pireus Mr. Insull 
explained to the Harbour Master how he 
‘“escaped.’? With his moustache dyed 
and wearing a wig, he walked out of the 
main entrance to his block of flats and 
entered a waiting motor car unrecognised. 
His only companion was an Englishman, 
whose name has not been disclosed. 

“I was informed,’’ he said, “ that many 
American police had arrived from thie 
United States to arrest me. This I 
wanted to avoid, and for that reason I lelt 
secretly.” 

Mr. Insull then asked that his boat 
might be allowed to leave at once, to 
which the Harbour Master replied that he 
would ask the Minister of Marine. stress- 
ing that Greece had no intention of hand- 
ing him over to the American authorities. 

Mr. Insull expressed his regret that his 
flight should have placed the Greek 
Government in a difficult position vis-a-vis 
a big friendly State. He reiterated that 
he was afraid of the American detectives. 

Mr. Insull is said to have decided to 
commit suicide if his attempt to escape 
from the American authorities fails. He 
has, it is added, made a will which be gave 
to his wife before leaving Greece. :

THE ROME 
PROTOCOLS. 


——- oe --— 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks :—Signor Mussolini has effected a 
stroke of policy in Rome which should 
fortify Austrian independence and, at the 
same time, make the first breach in the 
commercial deadlock in Danubian Europe. 
The economic pacts show that the three 
countries have. turned their backs on the 
absurdity of each country’s trving to be 
self-supporting, and are arranging to pro- 
duce what each can preluce best, and to 
exchange more commodities with each 
other. There is never much doubt about 
Italian leader's 
policy. For a while, during the creation 
of the Fascist State, he found it necessary 
to curtail intercourse with other nations 
but since the Stresa Conference in Septem- 
ber, 1952, he has worked steadily for a 
freer international exchange of goods and 
services, beginning with Italy and the 
Danubian countries. 

A beginning has been made in Rome, 
proceeds Te Times, and reconstruction is 
much more likely to be effective in Centra! 
Europe, if it is attempted piecemeal, than 
if a ready-made, comprehensive plan is 
imposed from the outside. The first 
thing to do is to remove some of 
the anomalous Customs rates, which 
have given such an impetus to smuggling 
and provide, for instance, a Hungarian 
farmer with: an abnormal turnover 
if he can contrive to get his pigs alive 
across the frontier to be sold in the 
nearest Austrian market. There are big 
possibilities of development if more Hun- 
garian wheat and cattle can be consumed 
in. Italy, if Italian manufactures can be 
imported by Hungary, «nd if the - ‘ine, 
fruit and early market-garden produce of 
Italy can be taken in Austria in exchange 
for the finished products of Vienna. 
Transport facilities and lower rail and 
harbour charges are reported to have been 
decided upon between the three signatory 
countries; from these the ports of Trieste 
and Fiume should benefit. A wise provi- 
sion authorises. the establishment of a 
permanent board of experts of the three 
countries to supervise the working of the 
agreements. The protocols represent, in 
fact, a bold attempt to discourage the 
artificial stimulation of industries in 
essentially agricultural countries and the 
artificial stimulation of agriculture in an 
industrial or dairv-farming country. The 
free exchange of commodities is being 
encouraged. A wholesome policy of inter- 
national helpfulness has been begun where 


it is most badly needed.

ROLE.

REBUKE TO NATIONALIST 
RELIEF WORKERS,

PATNA, Sunday. 

Mr. Gandhi appeared to-day in a 
strikingly new réle when he made an 
impassioned appeal for unstinted co-opera- 
tion with the Government in.the prosecu- 
tion of the common object—the relief of 
distress resulting from the earthquake in 
Bihar.. 

The occasion was a meeting of the Bihar 
Central Relief Committee, when the 
Nationalist section of the Committee took 
exception to the terms of the resolution pro- 
posed by Mr. Gandhi that they “' tender

DEVELOPMENT OF - 

AGRICULTURE, . 

INDUSTRIAL AND SOCIAE 
POLICY. 


— 


RESIDENT DE VALERA, at 6 p.m, 
on St. Patrick’s Day, broadcast from 
2RN, Dublin, a message to the United 
States of America, in the course of which 
he said :— 

Two years have passed since last, on 
our National Feast Day, I had the privi- 
lege of speaking to the friends of Ireland 
in America. Our Government had then 
just entered on its first period of office, 
and in my address I adverted to some of 
the problems that were confronting us and 
pressing for solution. 

In common with other countries, we 
were . threatened with a dangerous 
economic crisis. But in our case there 
were special features. Having been 
governed for centuries in the interest of 
another country, we had no manufacturing 
industries to speak of. Factories in 
Britain, organised. on a vast scale for 
competition in the world markets, had 
crushed them out and were supplying us 
with practically all our requirements in 
manufactured goods. To such a state of 
dependence wer® we reduced __ that, 
although we were, in this part of Ireland, 
only three millions of people, were were 
buying from Britain more than any 
country in the world was buying from her 
—more than the United States or Ger- 
many, or even the vast Indian Empire, 
with its 500 million souls. 

‘The one industry left us was agricul. 
ture, and that was mainly pastoral. We 
paid Britain for her manufactured goods 
mainly by the export of live-stock and by 
animal products, such as butter and eggs. 
These we had to sell on the British 
market in intense competition with similar 
produce from several other countries. In 
such conditions, fewer and fewer people 
could be supported on our land. ‘The 
bullock replaced the human being. Our 
country was being depopulated. Within 
the lifetime of the older people among 
us the population of our island had been 
cut down by one-half, from 8% to 4% 
millions. In the same period practically 
every other civilised country had doubled 
its population. 

For generations we had been rearing our 
children for export. But now the great 
world slump in agricultural prices had 
come upon us to destroy us completely, 
it seemed. Chilled and frozen meat from 
the trans-oceanic prairies were being sub- 
stituted in the homes of the unemployed 
workers of Britain for the fresh meat 
which they had been able to buy in the 
days of prosperity. Overseas agricultural 
produce was being dumped on the British 
market for any price it could fetch. The 
British farmers themselves were in a state 
of despair and were calling on their 
Government to take action to protect 
them with a clamour which it was evident 
no Government could resist. - 


BRITISH MARKET GONE. 

It was clear that the British market, 
as we had known it in the past, was gone. 
Only on ruinous terms could we trade 
for Britain’s manufactured goods with our 
agricultural produce. In addition, we 
were paying to Britain in cash an annual 
sum which, relatively to oyr resources, 
imposed a burden upon us greater than 
that placed on Germany for war repara- 
tions by the Young Plan—a burden ten 
times as great as that of Britain’s War 
debt to America. To pay that sum, which 
we were satisfied was neither legally nor 
morally due from us, took in 1931 
practically the whole value of our export 
of fat cattle, leaving us with only eight- 
pence a head for them. Economically, our 
country seemed doomed. Unemployment 
was growing apace, and, to make matters 
worse, the outlet of emigration to the 
United States was stopped. 

To meet this alarming situation, our 
party in the general election of February, 
1932, proposed that the national policy of 
self-sufficiency be adopted. This meant 
the protecting of our manufacturing in- 
dustries, so that they might be developed 
to meet our needs in manufactured goods. 
The production of these goods would give 
employment to our young workers, and each 
industrial worker so provided for would 
expand the, home market for the produce 
of our farms. 

Further, although we were nominally 
an agricultural country, we were actually 
importing millions of pounds’ worth of 
agricultural produce. We proposed to 
substitute native produce for these imports 
also. Our agricultural industry needed 
protection no less than the manufacturing 
industries. 


REVIEW OF PROGRESS. 

This, in outline, was the economic situa- 
tion and these the proposed methods of 
meeting it when we came into office. It 
will interest our friends to learn now how 
we have fared in the execution of our pro- 
gramme, and after two years of effort 
what progress has been made. 

I regret that time will not permit more 
than the merest summary and a few 
examples. It will not permit me to deal 
at all with the complicated political situa- 
tion which we inherited as a result of the 
forced Treaty of 1921. 

First, then, as regards the agricultural 
industry. The imports of animal products, 
such as bacon, butter, cheese, which 
amounted to some millions of pounds in 
1931—this veritable ‘‘ carrving of coals to 
Newcastle" has now ceased. The market 
is completely reserved for our own farmers. 
Our dairying industry has been saved, and 
increased production stimulated by the 
scheme of stabilisation of butter prices. 

Our wheat area has been quadrupled in 
two years, and, if this rate of increase 
were to be maintained, we could within 
five years meet all our requirements in 
wheat. 

Our flour mills that were idle or work- 
ing on part time are now working three 
shifts a day at full capacity. New mills 
are in course of construction. Our import 
of flour will completely disappear within 
a year. Three new beet factories will also 
be completed this year. We shall then be 
yooROOAK—— | 1/, TZ GAMIMO NIOYL80 i; 
able to meet at least four-fifths of our 
sugar requirements. 

Foreign coal, formerly imported in 
millions of tons for domestic fuel, will be 
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DEVELOPMENTS: STOCKS CLOSE WEAK. 
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as good hard coal as any in the world, are 
being gradually expanded. A survey of 
pther mineral resources is being carried 
out. 

A forestry scheme providing for -the 
planting of half a million acres of forest 
over a period of fifteen to twenty years 
will take from us the reproach of being 
the most tree-denuded country in Europe, 
and will, it is estimated, give steady 
employment for four or five months of the 
year to some 8,000 rural workers. The 
division of the larger estates and ranches 
into smaller economic holdings can, as the 
result of recent legislation, proceed now 
with a speed four times as great as here- 
tofore,

We have funded 
accumulated arrears, and extended pay- 
ment over a period of fifty years. ore- 
over, the central exchequer is meeting a 
considerable portion of the local taxation 
or rates on agricultural holdings, The 
farmer has thus got substantial relief. 
The greatest hope for him lies, however, 
in the extension of the home market as 
the number of our industrial workers in- 
creases. Let us turn, then, to the manu- 
facturing: industries. 


i MANUFACTURES, 


I have already referred to the progress 


“made in flour milling and sugar manufac- 


ture. In the manufacture of apparel, 
which was a large item in our import list, 
similar progress is being made. Imports 
of outer garments, particularly for men 
and for boys, have been reduced to one- 
half. The imports of underclothing and 
hosiery have been equally reduced. The 
import of boots and shoes of leather has 
been reduced by nearly one-third, and 
home production more than correspond- 
ingly increased. Production in the woollen 
and worsted industries has also been 


_ greatly increased. Additional factories are 


entering on the manufacture of cordage 
and allied industries. Our timber require- 
ments, formerly imported planed and 
dressed, are now imported in the rough. 
The furniture and cabinet imports are 
rapidly disappearing. | 

Plans for factories to supply our require- 
ments in cement and paper are under con- 
sideration. In every direction, then, there 
is intense industrial activity. 


SOCIAL MEASURES. 


_ This hurried survey of our activities in 
the economic field will show that we are 
moving ahead steadily, in accordance with 
e well-defined plan, towards a definite 
objective. That objective is such an 
organisation of our economic and social life 
as will make all our resources and poten- 
tialities, human and material, available to 
the greatest extent for the welfare of every 
member of the community. 7 

I cannot delay to tell you of our public 
health schemes and other schemes of direct 
social: amelioration, of the ‘increased pro- 
vision for old age pensions, of the unem- 
ployment assistance by which families are 
maintained until the bread-winners secure 
work, of the contemplated scheme for 
widows’ and orphans’ pensions, nor can 1 
speak of the national housing scheme under 
which in two years more houses have been 
erected, or are in course of. construction, 
than were built by the previous Adminis- 
tration during ten years of office. 

Our work has sometimes been compared 
with that of President Roosevelt. But your 
President’s task has been that of a major 
surgical operation; ours is more that of 
the physician patiently restoring a much 
weakened, but otherwise healthy, body to 
full life and vigour.

CREDIT DESTROYED. 


Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., dealing with 
the economic policy of the Government, said 
that there was an extraordinary difference 
between the policy of Fianna Fail now and 
when they came into wer. The only 
promise which they had at was to create 
trouble with England. They certainly had 
done that. 

They had got a population of about three 
millions in the Free State, and they produced 
far more agricultural produce than they could 
consume, and they had at their very doors 
a market which would purchase their pro- 
ducts. Mr. de Valera had an extraorcgnary 
opportunity of securing the British markets, 
but he did not avail himself of it. The 
United Ireland Party, when they got into 
power, which would not be long from now, 
would recover the British market. (Cheers.) The 
little industries which had been started could 
not last or provide employment, unless the 
permanent industry of agriculture paid its 
way. The credit of this country and the 
credit of the individual was being destroyed 
by the present Government. 


FREEDOM IN FREE STATE, 

The Irish Free State was free at present. 
Nobody from outside could interfere with 
them in the management of their own affairs. 
So long as they were membefs of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, if England tried 
to oppress them, the other members of the 
Commonwealth would be up in arms against 
it, He believed that as a member of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations they had 
far more freedom than if they were outside. 
The policy of the United Ireland Party was a 
one and united Ireland—the boundary was 
senseless and idiotic, but while they were 
quarrelling with England they could not ex- 
pect the North to come in. 

Mr. Seamus Burke, T.D., after a reference 
to the attack on Father Cosgrave, said that 
there were two things which he asked of Mr. 
de Valera. One was to administer justice 
fairly, and the second was to end the economic 
war with England, which was ruining the 
country. ) 

Dr. T, F. O'Higgins, T.D., said that the 
economic war had virtually ruined the 
farmers, and the result was felt by the 
labourer, the shopkeeper and the professional 
man. While all the other coyntries in Europe 
were striving to get into the English market, 
we had. lost it, and the other countries were 
sneering at us, and saying that the poor Irish- 
man had to pay a five pound note in order to 
get one of his cattle into the English market. 

They were told in the Dail, he said, that if 
they gave up the Blue Shirts their meetings 
would be protected. Well, the Blue Shirts 
were not for sale—(cheers)—and it was obliga- 
tory upon the Government to see that order 
was observed at public meetings.

Here in Ireland, said the preacher 
in the course of his sermon, we were fortunate, 
not only in having a patron saint who wa» 
a real, and not a fictitious person, but one 
who had actually left us writings which, it 
was universally agreed, came from his own 
hand. Much there is that we shall never know 
about St. Patrick, but he believed that, so 
far from knowing all that we are likely to 
know of St. Patrick and his work, we are 
only on the eve of discoveries and research 
which may carry us on for many years to 
come. St, Patrick left Ireland, North and 
South, Fast and West, nominally Christian, 
and died having accomplished work which 
placed him second to only one great mis- 
sionary, avd that was the great Apostle of 
the Gentiles—St. Paul.

For the Committee stage only one amend- 
ment has been put down, This, which is in 
the name of Senator Blythe, will provide 
anne opportunity for discussion. 

r. Blythe will propose that no person 
shall be appointed by the Executive Council 
to commissioned rank, or temporary com- 
missioned rank, in the Forces alter 3ist 
March, 1934, unless 

(a) he has had two years’ training at the 
Irish Military College, or 
(b) he has had five years’ service as a 
member of the Forces, aud has had 
one year's training at the Irish 
Military College; . 
and that any person appointed to commis- 
sioned rank in the Forces after 1st August, 
1955, who at the time of his appointment had 
not. the training or service mentioned in 
paragraphs (a) and (b), shall immediately on 
the passing into law of this sub-section be 
sent to the Irish Military College, where he 
shall undergo training for a period of two 
years. 


WEARING OF UNIFORMS. 


On Wednesday the first business will be 
the second stage of the Wearing of Uniforms 
(Restriction) Bill, otherwise known as the 
Bill to Ban the Blue Shirts. No special 
motion has been put on the Order paper in 
regard to the second reading, and the vote 
will be taken on the proposal for or against 
the second redding.

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AN ARCHBISHOP'S VIEWS.

FROM OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT, 


VERYONE agrees that the general | 
E, standard of films might be improved, 


but, few approach the guestion in such 
a sensible way as the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, who spoke a few nights ago at a 
meeting of the Cinema Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion. 

Reminding his hearers that the cinema 
exercised a more powerful influence than any 
other medium on the life and character of 
the British people, he asked that this im- 
mense power should be used with a corres- 
ponding sense of responsibility. He recog- 
nised, he said, that the companies did not 

roduce films from philanthropic motives, or 
rom a desire to improve the human race. 
Their main motive was to make a profit, and 
this they did, quite legitimately, by finding 
out what the public wanted, and then giving 
it to them. At the same time, he felt that 
the public always wanted something a few 
degrees higher than its servants imagined, 
and that, from the point of view of mere 

rofit, there was more to be gained in cater- 
ing for this higher taste than for the lower 
one. | 

This is the kind of criticism that really 
faces up to the situation, and contrasts 
sharply with the well-meaning efforts of those 
who think that the films could be reformed 
overnight if only the producers and dis- 
tributors would abandon their wicked ways. 
The film industry makes its living out of 
the public, and bad films are plentiful only 
because it has reached the decision that the 
public prefers them to good ones. If people 
stayed away from the cinemas wherever a 
foolish or unpleasant, film was being shown, 
such films would soon cease to be produced. 

There is a good deal, however, in the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury's point that people 
want something a little better than they are 
being given. Any effort to present films of 
too high a standard would only result, in 
financial loss to the producer, but, there is no 
reason why he should not, give us films 
which should be quite acceptable to the 
average man, and should be higher in quality 
than those we see at present. 
in this matter we are ruled almost entirely 
by America’s taste, which is undoubtedly 
some degrees lower than our own. 
Britain is only a small corner of America’s

market, and the Free State is an even smaller | 
one, so that our own likes and dislikes do | 


not count for very much. 


So long as the | 


public of the United States likes nonsense | 


we must expect a good deal of it here, 


and the most we can ask is that our dis- | 
tributors will pick out the best films for us 


and leave the worst.
